The Diocesan Director of Hospitals for the Cath 
olic Diocese of Covington has said that the Benedictine 
Sisters will definitely rebuild Mount Mary Hospital. 

This assurance was given to Hazard Doctor Eli 
C. Boggs by the Right Reverend C. A. Towell at a 
recent conference in Covington, and released to the 
Hazard Herald in a telephone conversation this morn- 
ing. 

The news comes as a surprise to most Perry Countians, 
who had lest been told that the Sisters had given up their idea 
of re-building Mount Mary because funds were not available, 
end that they would build a nursing home in Haxard instead. 

The Reverend Towel) said thi3 morning that the nursing 
heme announcement had been premature, and that the Sisters 
“are definitely going to build a new hospital." 

The Sisters released a statement today which said, in part: 

“The Benedictine Sisters have been conducting the Mount 
Mary Hospital in Hazard since 1947. The original hospital 
which was a proprietary institution has oeen In existence since 
1924, and was purchased by the Sifters. 

“Improvements have been made from time to time but 
because of fire hazard and the worn out condtirn of the pres 
ent building these beds have been declared unacceptable 
by the Public Health Agency. 

“The Sisters are anxious to continue the work in which 
they have been engaged in the area for 17 years and the phy- 
sicians and the Community feel there is a need for this type 
of hospital. 

“The project will consist of 63 beds as follows: obstetrical, 

13 beds; medical, 30 beds; surgical, 20 beds. There will also 
be x ray, laboratory, emergency and other adjunct facilities 
necessary for successful operation of the hospital.” 

The hospital is to be constructed near its present site, on 
land to be cleared by the High Street Urban Renewal Project. 

The City of Hazard is now in the process of purchasing property 
in the renewal area and demolishing sub-standard structures 
there as they acquire them. 

Mount Mary will continue to operate in its present facility 
until the new hospital is completed. 

Funds for a new Mount Mary, expected to cost over a 
million dollars, have not been fully obtained, but a major step 
toward getting them is expected to come this month when 
representatives of the Hazard medical profession and the 
Benedictine Sisters meet with the Kentucky HillBurton Board 
in Frankfort.

Hundreds 
oi people, inciuuiikg many senool children, 
viewed me gun and ieit donations, some of the 
smiorin giving mends and pennies from their 
lunen money, in order that they might help 
make hist ry by donating something for a 
present lor tne President ot the United States. 

The gun was presented to the President 
by the writer on December 15, 1964, at the 
White Mouse Congressman Carl D. Perkins 
of Kentucky was present and the following 
invited guests Marry M Caudill, Mrs. Harry 
M Caudill, Stanley llogg and the writer, of 
Whitesburg. Ky.; Kenneth Back, Chief Finance 
Officer of Washington. I). C., and Mrs. Back; 
Emery L. Frazier, Clerk of the U. S. Senate 
and Douglas Cater, Aide to President Johnson. 

When the gun was handed to the Presi- 
dent he remarked that some of his ancestors 
came from Kentucky, and that. ‘T appreciate 
it and thank you.. It will be taken to my 
ranch home in Texas and placed over the door 
without being sullied by powder and ball, and 
we will start us a l.ttle museum." He then 
stroked the gun and said, "It's beautiful- it 
sure is beautiful."

of Mr M H Young, who very graciously don 
ated the wood The barrel was obtained from 
Mr. W. M Utrge, the master gunsmith from 
Iron-ton, Ohio The flintlock and triggers were 
made by Bob Ik'ller of Huntington, W. Va. The 
butt plate and trigger guard were purchased 
from a foundry in l*ennsylvania The patch 
box was made by Mr Cecil Brooks of Lowell, 
Ohio 

The most (odious job was the inletting of 
the metal parts into the wood. The writer 
made all the other inlays, including thimbles, 
and piece, foreend piece, eight pointed star, 
toe plate, Texas longhorn head, opposite lock 
plate and barrel pin escutcheons from sheet 
silver The hickory ramrod was spiraled to 
look like the originals The name plate (oppo. 
site lock platel was engraved by Mrs Mildred 
Shepherd of Whitesburg. Ky., as follows: 

"Presented to Lyndon B Johnson, 
President of the United States, 
by the citizens of Eastern Kentucky." 

The gun wus finished by the chronic acid 
stain process as recommended by Mr La Dow

The gun was finally completed on August 
15, 1964. and taken to the Bank of Whites 
burg, where space in the lobby was very gra 
ciously furnished by the bank officials.

The White House was contacted by Whites- 
burg Lawyer Author.

A date was then 
set by the President for the presentation, but 
the gun was not completed 

Then began the task of building a "Ken- 
tucky'' suitable for the President of the 
United States This took us to Harlan County, 
Kentucky, where we found a beautiful piece of 
shell flame and curly maple in the possession

In an eflort to find out how to save in the 
consolidation of as many purchases as possible 
we are taking a hard look at every requisition 
Irom every' agency. 

During the course of my administration, 
we will be getting the same quality merchand- 
ise, but we will be saving millions of dollars 
by efficient, frugal management of affairs 

This is money saved that ean be put into 
education which 1 still regard as the key pro- 
gram in Kentucky For the first legislative hi.
